Pacific Railroad Funding Scheme Is 
Voted Down. 


AN ANALYSIS OF THE RESULT. 


Friends o f the Measure Greatly Disap­ 
po inted end the Oppo nents o f the Law 
Are Rejo icing: Over Its Death—Army 
Appro priatio n Bill raased— Other Wash- 
Into n News. 


W ashingto n, Jan. 12.—The Pacific 
railro ad funding bill w ent to its do o m 
in the ho use late yesterday under an 
adverse m ajo rity o f 66. 
The friends o f 
* the measure who had predicted its pass­ 
age np to the last mo ment were sur­ 
prised by the decisive character o f their 
defeat. 
They had been led to ho pe 
} fro m the vo tes o n the snbstitntes that 
the bill had mo re than an even chance 
o f passage. 
The Bell substitute pro ­ 
vided that if the Unio n Pacific and 
Central Pacific wo uld clear o ff the first 
mo rtgage and advance the go vernment’s j 
lien the go vernment wo uld ex tend the 
indebtedness at 
8 per cent 
It was de­ 
feated 110 to 158. 
The Harriso n substitute pro vided fo r 
a co mmissio n to nego tiate a settlement 
o f the debt. 
It was rejected by the 
ho nse by a vo te o f 55 to 214. 
Many o f 
the members were as much o ppo sed to 
these substitutes as to the Po wer's bill. 
The Califo rnia and middle west mem­ 
bers vo ted almo st so lidly against them. 
When the vo te came o n the main pro po ­ 
sitio n the who le o ppo sitio n swung into 
line and crushed it by an adverse vo te 
o f 102 to 168. 
The vo te was no t taken 
directly o n the passage o f the bill, bnt 
o n the preliminary mo tio u to engro ss 
and read the bill a third time. 
The Reilly Pacific funding bill two 
years ago was defeated in the same 
m anner o n the same mo tio n. 
This is 
the fo urth funding bill killed in the 
ho nse in 10 years. 
An analysis o f the 
vo te yesterday sho ws that 86 Republic­ 
ans and 16 Demo crats vo ted fo r the bill 
and w Republicans, o o Demo crats, 6 
Po pulists and 5 Independents against 
it. 
Mr. Po wers, the chairman o f the 
Pao ifio railro ad co mmittee, entered a 
mo tio n to reco mmit the bill, after he 
had reco vered fro m the sho ck o f his de­ 
feat, saying that the members o f the 
ho use were all in favo r o f a settlement 
bnt evidently o ppo sed to the principle 
o f the measure hit co mmittee 
had 
bro ught in. 
He tho ught his co mmittee 
sho uld have an o ppo rtunity to fo rmu­ 
late ano ther bill lu the no pe that it 
wo uld pro ve acceptable. 
A po int o f 
o rder was made against the mo tio n, bnt 
at the suggestio n o f the speaker the 
po int was no t ruled upo n yesterday. 
Mr. Po wers said last night that he 
did no t kno w w hat wo uld be do ne, bat 
ex preseed the o pinio n that ano ther ef­ 
fo rt sho uld be made to pass an accept­ 
able bill. 
The o ppo nents o f the bill, o n 
the o ther hand, are rejo icing and say 
the vo te yesterday settle« the fate o f all 
schemes to fund the debt at this sessio n. 
After the bill was dispo sed o f the Army 
appro priatio n bill and so rera! o ther bills 
were passed. 
The arm y bill carried 
$ 18,126.814, $ 155.558 less than that fo r 
the current year.

Gale, of Vevay. 
In the spring of 1850 
after attending a course of lectures at 
the Western Reserve Medical College, 
at Cleveland, Ohio, he commenced the 
practice of his profession at Hardenburg, 
Jennings county. 
In Dec. 18.52 he was 
married to Cordelia Andrews, daughter 
of Hon. Alanson and Laura Andrews, of 
Vernon, Jennings county, to 
which 
place he removed in 1854. 
In March, 
1858, he removed to Seymour, where he 
permanently located and practiced his 
profession for over 35 years 
During the civil war he was assistant 
surgeon of tho Sixth Indiana regiment 
In 1878 he was president of the Jackson 
County Medical Society; in the same 
year he was president of the Mitcbell 
District Medical Society; in 1881 he was 
first vice president of the Tri-State 
Medical Society of Indiana, Illinois and

He has

Charlton, superintendent of the Plain­ 
field reform tchool, Orlando C. Charlton, 
of Waoo, Tex., Mrs. Scott, of Madison 
and a brother near Vevay. 
Dr. Charlton stood high with his fel­ 
low citizens both as a professional man 
and as a progressive citizen. 
He has 
contributed materially toward building 
up the interests of Seymour. 
In pro­ 
fessional circles he was widely known 
and highly respected as is indicated by 
the large honors which came to him 
from his professional brethren. 
The funeral will take place in the 
Presbyterian church to-morrow after­ 
noon at 2 o’clock, the services being 
conducted by the pastor, Rev. T. J.

one of these visits a little over a year 
a^o, the subject of hog cholera was 
thoroughly discussed and Governor 
Mount decided from the prevalence cf 
the disease in different sections of the 
«iate it would not be safe to invest in 
hogs to feed for the fall market of 1896 
though the profits on this "hog crop* 
for 1896 amounted to the snug sum of 
$3 500. 
His farm was put to corn and 
bo now has 8 ,0 0 0 bushels of that cereal. 
A great many farmers would say at 
this point "the governor missed it.’’ 
Corn is only 17 cents per bushel 
But 
the governor did not miss it. 
He is 
feeding seventy bead of cattle and he is 
going to feed all of his com to his stock. 
In the spring, after his neighbors and 
other farmers have wintered their cattle 
and have no more feed for them, he 
will buy them as cheap as he could last 
fall. 
He thus saves feed, shelter aud 
care in winter. 
The feed required to 
koep the stock warm in winter will 
about fatten them in the rammer. This 
is the business side of farming, and it is 
the practical business that has made 
Governor Mount authority on farm top­ 
ics for several years, and placet him in 
the front rank of Indiana’s moat suc­ 
cessful and prosperous farmers. 
His 
farm is among the very best in the 
state.

form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary. 
But it is still in force iu Denmark, in 
Sweden, in Prussia and all the other 
federal states of the German empire, as 
well as in Belgium, Italy, Roumania, 
Servia, Bulgaria and Greece, the na- 
1 tional constitution of which, being of a 
1 more mushroom character and drawn 
up by enlightened statesmen of the pres­ 
ent century, might reasonably be ex­ 
pected to be more np to date and free 
from such narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 
It is precisely in the three countries 
which are now ruled by women—Eng­ 
land, Holland and Spain — that the 
greatest degree of peace and prosperity 
prevails, the three royal widows dis­ 
playing far more common sense, en­ 
lightened statesmanship and political 
sagacity than any of their brother mon- 
archs. 
Under the circumstances it must be a 
matter of regret that the Salio law 
should debar a number of beautiful, 
charming and clever princesses from 
succeeding to thrones. 
Thus there is 
the pretty Princess Pauline of Württem­ 
berg, the only child of the present king 
and a young girl whom it is no exag­ 
geration to describe as the national idol. 
Yet, notwithstanding the fact that ail 
the affection of the people is centered in 
her, she is compelled byj|lio Salic law 
to stand aside and to permit her father’s 
crown to descend to a distant cousin, 
born and bred not in Württemberg, but 
in Austria, aud who, in addition to be­ 
ing regarded as a foreigner, has the su­ 
preme disadvantage, in the eyes of the 
Lutherans and Protestants, constitut­ 
ing the vast majority of the nation, of 
being a Catholic.

one of the most enlightened and accom­ 
plished of man, endowed with a char­ 
acter that can only be described as un­ 
blemished, he has not proved a success­ 
ful ruler. 
The fact is that the king, in spite of 
all his talents and his perfections, moral 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that personal magnetism, and, if I may 
be permitted to coin the expression, that 
public tact which distinguished 
his 
homely, genial and by no means so in­ 
tellectual brother, King Charles XV. 
The latter had only one daughter, 
Princess Louisa, who inherited his qual­ 
ities, and who, in spite of hei plainness, 
was just ^8 much the idol of both the 
Norwegians and Swedes as Princess 
Pauline of Württemberg is at Stuttgart 
O^er six feet high, and far from being 
endowed with intellect above the aver­ 
age, she possesses the best temper in the 
world and an inexhaustible fund of 
merriment and good humor, aud a heart 
as big as her laugh, which has been 
compared to that of a horse. 
Had she been permitted to succeed 
her father as queen regent of Sweden 
and Norway it ia doubtful whether the 
present conflict in the sister kingdom 
would ever have arrived at the acute 
stage, and certainly the loyalty to the 
throne on both sides of the border would 
not have reached its present low ebb. 
But, being debarred from her father’s 
throne by the Salic law, she married the 
crown prince of Denmark, carrying out 
of the country of her birth al\ the vast 
wealth which she had inherited, partly 
from her father, and partly, too, from 
her Dntch grandunole, which is esti­ 
mated at £5,000,000. 
It is to the Salio law that (he king­ 
dom of Hanover is indebted for the loss 
of its independence and for its absorp­ 
tion by Prussia, with all the disad­ 
vantages which that entails, economic, 
political and social. 
Had Queen Vic­ 
toria not been barred by this statute 
from succeeding to the throne of Han­ 
over at the time when she ascended that 
of Great Britain there is no doubt that 
Hanover would have been enjoying at 
the present moment the same commer­ 
cial prosperity and manifold advantages 
whioh have fallen to tho lot of the Eng­ 
lish since the beginning of the Victorian 
era. 
But instead 
(he 
Salic law made 
necessary the separation of the crown 
of Hanover from that of England, and 
it passed in 1887, not to Victoria, but 
to the Duke of Cumberland. 
His very 
first act on succeeding to the throne was 
to repeal the grant of all the popular 
liberties conoeded by his younger broth­ 
er, the Duke of Cambridge, who had 
been acting as viceroy, and until 1886 
Hanover, although free from the obliga 
tion of compulsory military aervioe and 
unhampered by any Prussian restric 
tions upon trade, remained a hotbed of 
feudalism and one of the most retrogada 
states iu Europe. —-Cincinnati Enquir er 


had had the New York delegation in­ 
structed for Scott to keep it from Clay, 
his real candidate being Harrison. 
He entered into an agreement with 
friends of Webster, on the way to Har­ 
risburg from New York city, to act to 
geter for Clay's defeat. Webster was in 
Europe at the time and had sent word 
to his friends declining to bo a candi­ 
date, primarily because of Weed’s re­ 
fusal to support him. 
After detailing 
these facts Mr. Weed goes on to say that, 
on reaching Harrisburg, “ we found a 
decided plurality in favor of Mr. Clay,” 
but that, “ in the opinion of the dele­ 
gates from Pennsylvania and New York, 
Mr. Clay could not carry either of those 
states, and without them he could not 
be elected. ” 
Weed admit» a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web- 
iter and of Scott, and says the “ final 
vote was -intentionally delayed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate (Har­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, “ whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excited 
expression. ” 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his “ Recolleotions of a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that the parties to 
it, ohiefly Weed, “judged that he (Clay) 
could not be chosen, if nominated, 
«ftiiin ssothw could b44 and n/>tcd ac­ 
cordingly, ” adding, “ If politics do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice and use of the 
safest and most effective means, I whol 
¡7 misapprehend them.” 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not strike Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of tho methods by 
wnich an admitted majority of the con­ 
vention had been prevented from ex 
pressing its wilL 
John Tyler of Vir 
ginia, one of Clay’s most ardent friend* 
in the convention, was so overcome with 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that he 
shed tears, and after several unavailing 
efforts to get some one else to take the 
nomination for rice president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced tho convention that the placing 
of »0 devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wounds 
that the methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rage at the outcome was un 
bounded. He had been assuming in th* 
senate a lofty indifférencié to the presi­ 
dency, his famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president, ” hav­ 
ing been made publio only a short time 
before the convention m et 
There waa 
nobody in the senate at that time of suf­ 
ficiently nimble wit to think of the bit 
ing retort which Speaker Reed man) 
years later made to a congressman who 
for the thousandth time was strutting 
about in Clay's cast off garments: 
“Don’t give yourself the slightest un­ 
easiness. You’ll never be either. ” But 
Clay had given himself great uneasi­ 
ness, for he was most desirous of tho 
nomination. 
He had been a candidate 
eight years earlier, when he had no 
chance of election, and he believed firm­ 
ly now' that if nominated he could bt 
elected. 
When the news from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. ‘ ‘He had been drink' 
ing heavily in the excitement of expec­ 
tation, ” says Henry A. Wise, who was 
with him. 
“ He rose from his chair, 
and, walking backward and forward 
rapidly, lifting bis feet like a horse 
stringhalted in both legs, stamped his 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder aud 
shot it would take to kill them. 
It is a

The millionaire owner of the place 
»alked over to the workman and began 
asking questions. Then he drew off his 
coat, rolled back his shirt sleeves to ths 
shoulder and began rummaging among 
the bones. He found sevoral which had 
not been properly stripped, and the 
workman received a scolding which he 
will remember all bis life. 
The stripping of those bones was just 
as important as the loaning of $600,000 
—Chicago Record. 


A Pum ice Stone Harrier. 
A floating barrier of pnmice stone 19 
miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of th« 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, tb« 
port being Telok Retcung, iu Snnda 
straits. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost set in to be the supreme effort of 
nature iu tho pumice making line were 
it not that such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for pumice stone. 
But pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. 
It is 
only the air cavities in it that make it 
light, and as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. 
Most of the 
pumice we use iu Europe comes from 
the Lipari islands, north of Sicily, “ the 
home of Vulcan, ” whoneo Volcano as 
the name of one of them, and car “vol­ 
cano” as descriptive of the natural fea­ 
ture of which it is the type. 
Here are 
the pumico quarries—at Monte Chirica 
and its cratt rs Monte Pelata and Forgia 
Vecchia—where over 1,000 men are at 
work in the narrow tunnels and galler­ 
ies, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. 
The whole hillside is perforated 
with groups of these tunnels, whiob 
number between 200 and 800 and are so 
narrow that the men can hardly pass 
each other in them. Aud just as coal is 
found in beds alternated with sandstone 
and shale, so the pumice is in layers be- 
u harder lavas and ashes. - -Leisure

The present financial methods of the 
government art largely those adopted 
during the war when there were great 
emergencies. 
I believe there is a very 
strong and constantly increasing convic­ 
tion among our people that some method 
(thouid be adopted for the retirem ent of 
the United States and treasury notes, and 
that they should not much longer be toler­ 
ated as a circulating medium.

LEGISLATIVE 
EXPENSE 
BILL. 


Senate Increase* the Appropriation—An 
Attempt to Reconsider the House Rules 
Defeated—Joist Session to Canvass the 
Vote For Governor and 
Lieutenant 
Governor. 


Indianapolis, Iud., Jan. 12.—The in­ 
augural ceremonies occupied the atten* 
teution of the legislature almost to the 
exclusion of everything else on Mon­ 
day. 
The senate was in session during 
the morning only long enough to pass 
the bill appropriating money for the ex­ 
penses of the session, and did not meet 
in the afternoon. 
It was amended so as 
to make the amount $105,000, instead of 
$100,000, as the bill passed the house. 
The amendment will probably be con­ 
curred in by the house, for two years 
ago strict economy was practiced, but 
still there was a deficiency in the appro­ 
priation, the amount being fixed at 
$100,000.

One of Seymour's Oldest and Most 
n o n 
ored Physicians D ied This Morning. 


Samuel H. Charlton, M. D., died at 
3 o’clock a. rn., Jan. 12, 1897, aged IO 
year*, 2 months and 11 day*. 
He has 
been very feeble in health ever sines 
the death of his wife over a year ago 
and has bean confined to his boma fir 
more than three month*. 
Dr. Charlton was born in Jefferson 
county, Ind., Nov. I, 1826, being tie 
eldest of eleven children born to Thom­ 
as and LUce Henry Charlton. 
At the 
age of 4 his father removed to Switzer­ 
land county where he raised and edu 
coted hi* children. 
In 1846 at the aga 
of 20, he omm enoed the study of med 
icine with Dr. Handy T. Divi* then 
practicing medicine at Vevay, and liter 
continued his studies with Dr. T. G. 
Gale, of Vevay. 
In the spring of 1850 
after attending a course of lectures at 
the Western Reserve Medical College, 
at Cleveland, Ohio, he commenced the 
practice of hi* profession at Hardenburg 
Jennings county. 
In Dec. 1852 he was 
married to Cordelia Andrews, daughter 
of Hon. Alanson and Laura Andrews, of 
Vernon, Jennings county, to 
which 
place he removed in 1854. 
In March, 
1858 he removed to Seymour, where he 
permanently located and practiced his 
profession for over 35 year* 
During the civil war he was assistant 
surgeon of the Sixth Indiana regiment. 
In 1878 he was president of the Jackson 
County Medical .Society; in the same 
year he was president of the Mitchell 
District Medical Society; in 1881 he was 
first vice president of the Tri-State 
Medical Society of Indiana, Illinois and 
Kentucky; in 1882 he was vice prest 
dent of the Indiana State Medical So­ 
ciety; in 1**7 be became a member of 
the 
International 
Medical Congress 
which 
met at Washington City. 
In 
1890 he was appointed a member of the 
pension board of examining surgeons 
and, at its organization was elected pres­ 
ident of the board. 
Dr. Charlton and his wife were botn 
zealous members of the First Presby­ 
terian church 
of Seymour. 
He ha* 
been a ruling elder for 23 years, and 
in 1*79 was a commissioner to the gen­ 
eral assembly at Saratoga N. Y. 
In 
ms fraternal relations he holds a mem­ 
bership with the orders of Masons, Odd 
Fellows, 
Knights 
of 
Honor 
and 
G A. R. 
The immediate relatives of Dr. Charl­ 
ton who are still living are his brothers 
and 
sister as 
follows.

T. 
A. 
Charlton, superintendent of the PUtin- 
fieid reform tchool, Orlando C. Charlton, 
of Wtoo, Tex., Mrs. Scott, of Madison, 
and a brother near Vevay. 
Dr. Charlton stood high with bk fel­ 
low citizens both as a professional man 
and as a progressive citizen. 
He has 
contributed materially toward building 
up the interests of Seymour. 
In pro­ 
fessional circles he was widely known 
and highly respected as k indicated by 
the large honors which came to him 
from his professional brethren. 
The funeral will take place in the 
Presbyterian church to-morrow after­ 
noon at 2 o’clock, the services being 
c inducted by the pastor, Rev. T. J. 
Stevenson.

within the last IOO years erased the 
law from their statute books, and have i 
benefited by the change, whil#«ince the 
reign of Maria Theresa and the seven I 
years’ war it exists only in a modified 
form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary. 
But it is still in force in Denmark, in 
Sweden, in Prussia and all the other 
federal states of the German empire, as 
well as in Belgium, Italy, Roumania, 
Servia, Bulgaria and Greece, the na­ 
tional constitution of which, being of a 
more mushroom character and drawn 
up by enlightened statesmen of the pres­ 
ent century, might reasonably be ex­ 
pected to be more up to date and free 
from such narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 
It is precisely in the three countries 
which are now ruled by women—Eng­ 
land, Holland and Spain — that tho 
greatest degree of peace and prosperity 
prevails, the three royal widows dis­ 
playing far more common sense, en­ 
lightened statesmanship and political 
sagacity than any of their brother mon 
arch s. 
Under the circumstances it must be a 
matter of regret that the Salic law 
should debar a number of beautiful, 
charming and clever princesses from 
succeeding to thrones. 
Thus there is 
the pretty Princess Pauline of Wurttem 
berg, the only child of the present king 
and a young girl whom it is no exag­ 
geration to describe as the national idol. 
Yet, notwithstanding the fact that all 
the affection of the people is centered in 
her, she is compelled byj|he Salic law 
to stand aside and to permi t her father’s 
crown to descend to a distant cousin, 
born and bred not in Wurttemberg, but 
in Austria, and who, in addition to be­ 
ing regarded as a foreigner, has the su­ 
preme disadvantage, in the eyes of the 
Lutherans and Protestants, constitut­ 
ing the vast majority of the nation, of 
being a Catholic. 
Although King Oscar of Norway is 
one of the most enlightened and accom­ 
plished of man, endowed with a char­ 
acter that can only be described as un­ 
blemished, he has not proved a success­ 
ful ruler. 
The fact is that the king, in spite of 
all his talents and his perfections, moral 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that peisonal magnetism, and, if I may 
be permitted to coin the expression, that 
public tact whioh distinguished 
his 
homely, genial and by no means so in­ 
tellectual brother, King Charles XV. 
The latter had only one daughter, 
Princess Louisa, who inherited his qual­ 
ities, and who, in spite of her plainness, 
was jnst .'vs mach the idol of both the 
Norwegians and Swedes as Princess 
Pauline of Wurttemberg is at Stuttgart 
Over six feet high, and far from being 
endowed with intellect above tho aver­ 
age, she possesses the best temper in the 
world and an inexhaustible fund of 
merriment and good humor, and a heart 
as big as her laugh, whioh has been 
compared to that of a horse. 
Had she been permitted to succeed 
her father as queen regent of Sweden 
aud Norway it is doubtful whether the 
present conflict in the sister kingdom 
would ever have arrived at the acute 
stage, and certainly the toy alty to the 
throne on both sides of the border would 
not have reached its present tow ebb. 
But, being debarred from her father’s 
throne by the Saiio law, she married the 
crown prince of Denmark, carrying out 
of the country of her birth alt the vast 
wealth which she had inherited, partly 
from her father, and partly, loo, from 
her Dutch granduncle, which is esti­ 
mated at £5,000,000. 
It is to til© Salle law that (he king­ 
dom of Hanover is indebted for the loss 
of its independence and for its absorp­ 
tion by Prussia, with all the disad­ 
vantages whioh that entails, economic, 
political and social. 
Had Queen Vic­ 
toria not been barred by this statute 
from succeeding to the throne of Han­ 
over at the time when she ascended that 
of Great Britain there is no doubt that 
Hanover would have been enjoying at 
the present moment the same commer­ 
cial prosperity aud manifold advantages 
whioh have fallen to tho lot of the Eng­ 
lish since the beginning of the Victorian 
era 
But instead 
the 
Salio law modo 
necessary the separation of the crown 
of Hanover from that of England, and 
it passed in 1887, not to Victoria, but 
to the Duke of Gum ber laud. 
His very 
first act on succeeding to the throne was 
to repeal the grant of all the popular 
liberties conceded by hi* younger broth­ 
er, the Duke of Cambridge, who had 
been acting as viceroy, aud until 1886 
Hanover, although free from the oblige 
lion of compulsory military wry ice and 
unhampered by any Prussian reatric 
lions upon trade, remained a hotbed of 
feudalism and one of the most retrogade 
states in Europe.—Cincinnati Enquirer

decided plurality in favor of Mr. Clay,’ 
but that, “ in the opinion of the dele­ 
gates from Pennsylvania and New York, 
Mr. Clay could not carry either of those 
states, and without them he could not 
be elected. ” 
Weed admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web­ 
ster aud of Scott, and says the “final 
vote was intentionally delayed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate (Hor 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, ‘ ‘whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excited 
expression. ” 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his “Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that the parties to 
it, chiefly Weed, “judged that he (Clay) 
could not be chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and acted ac 
oordingly, ” adding, “ If politics do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice and use of the 
safest and most effective means, I whol 
Jy misapprehend them.” 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not strike Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of the methods by 
Which an admitted majority of the con­ 
vention had been prevented from ex 
pressing its w ill 
John Tyler of Vir 
giuia, one of Clay’s most ardent friends 
in the convention, was so overcome with 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that he 
shed tears, and after several unavailing 
effort* to get some one else to take tl>e 
nomination for rice president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced tho convention that the placing 
of so devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wounds 
that the methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rage at the outcome was un 
bounded. He had been assuming in th* 
senate a lofty indifference to the presi­ 
dency, his famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president,’’hav­ 
ing been made publio only a short time 
before the convention m et 
There was 
nobody in the senate at that time of suf­ 
ficiently nimble wit to think of the bit­ 
ing retort which Speaker Reed man) 
years later made to a congressman who 
for the thousandth time was strutting 
about in Clay’s cast off garments: 
“ Don’t give yourself the slightest un­ 
easiness. You’ll never be either. ” Bul 
Clay had given himself great un east 
ness, for he was most desirous of the 
nomination. 
He had been a candidate 
eight years earlier, when he had no 
chance of election, and he believed firm­ 
ly now that if nominated he could he 
elected. 
When the news from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. ‘ * He had been drink* 
ing heavily in the excitement of expec 
tation, ” says Henry A. Wise, who was 
with him. 
“ He rom from his chair, 
and, walking backward aud forward 
rapidly, lifting his feet like a horse 
•tringhaited in both legs, stamped his 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder aud 
shot it would take to kill them. 
It is • 
diabolical intrigue, I know now, whioh 
has betrayed me. I am the most unfor­ 
tunate man in the history of parties— 
always i;uu by my friends when sure Ic 
be defeated, aud now betrayed for a 
nomination when I or any one would be 
sure of an election. *

A Pons l e e ©tone Harrier. 
A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 
miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one is likely 
to forget, and yet that was one of the 
results of the Krakatau eruption, tbs 
port being Telok Bete aug, in Banda 
strait*. Formed in a few hours, it w’ould 
almost set in to be the supreme effort of 
nature in tho pumice making line were 
it not that such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for pumice stone. 
But pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. It is 
only the air cavities in it that make it 
light, and as it float* it become* wider 
logged and down it goes. Most of the 
pumice we use in Europe comes frow 
the Lipan islands, north of Sicily, “ the 
homo of Vulcan,” whence Vulcano a* 
tho name of one of them, and cur “vol­ 
cano” us descriptive of the natural fen 
tore of which it is the type. Her© are 
the pumice quarries—at Monte Chinoa 
aud it* crate i> Monte Pclutu and Forgia 
Veochia—where over 1,000 men are at 
work in the narrow tunnels and gallon 
ie*, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. The whole hillside is perforated 
with groups of these tunnels, whioh 
number between 800 and 300 and are sc 
narrow that the men can hardly pass 
each other in them. Aud just as coal is 
found in bads alternated with sandstone 
and shale, so the pumice is in layer* be* 
o harder lavas and ashes, * -Leisure
